HAVANA, Nov, 11,—A “irama of the sea™ that, in
scenes of horror and incidents of death, stinds forth
with unfortunate prominence, hag jnst been brought
nnder pubilic notice Lere,

Sinee Sunday, two vessels careving coolles have
arrived—the Selvadorian ship Macao, with fsur hun-
dared Colfenos dsdaticos, anid the French bargue Tamn-
ris, with only sixty-cight. It 5 upon the latter vos-
B¢l that the “drama ' pecurraod,

Having left Macoa for Havann on Febroary 6, with
three hundred Indentured Chinese, o Chinese doctor,
Portuguese interpreter, o captuin and a crow of
eighteen men, the vessel sailed to within two hon-
dred and seventy miles of Java withont anything
notable on board; but, then and there, the inden-
fured Chinese revolted and  Killed the captaln
(Ruunie) and the interpreter,

The crew, powerless to resistihe infurlated Celes-
tials, took to the boats, which they launched, aud
then abandoned the vessel,

They were fortunate enough to reach Java na
few days, and reported the afalr to the Duteh
nuthorities

A Duteh war vessol wagat once sent 1 puranlt of
the Tamards, but  had to crodse for ber thirty days
hefore wmeeting her, Alter o slight resistance the
mutinled Chinese In possession of her surrendoetrod,
and the Chinese captain and  other Chinese omicins
lnstalled on board after the erew abandoned her,
ns well as the majority of the other Unlnese on
hoard, were loaded with chains and Rept In the
hald,

The Tamnris was then eonveved o Pvdang, whaore
a new cuptain (Casolis) and the old crew of cighteen
men were put on board, and then she started once
more for Havava.

Of the 500 coolles taken on at Macao, dity-five
perished in the mutiny and e resisting the Dateh
war vessel, so that the second start was made with
only 246 coolies on bhoard,

When these coolics ascertained thot they were
alter all to be taken (o Cuba, they becwme desperate,
aud at every opportinliiy _ulmpwl overboard. Muany,
deprived of the opporfunity to drown themselves,
commmitted suicide by netual starvation,

Thig fefo de se-ing continued nearly the wiole voy-
age, s0 that when the Tamars reached Havana,
she bad, as stuted, only sixty-elght Chinese on
bourd, no less than 202 paving perished daring the
eventiul voyvage of nine months” duration,

It I8 ngeless to add that the trip his been a losing
one to those who chartered the vessel and laden-
tured the coolics,
